On the first day school at 
tendance will be,for one hour 
only. Mothers and children

The last 
half hour Is devoted tov work 
ing with a small-group of chil 
dren while mothers observe.

The second day is also i 
one-hour session. One; teacher 
works with the children while 
the parents meet with an­ 
other kindergarten teacher to 
discuss the kindergarten pro­ 
gram.

During this orientation pe 
riod teachers impress upon 
parents that the job of edu 
cation, beginning in the kin 
dergarten program, is one 
which the home and school 
must do together.

Individual parent confer 
ences are scheduled on the 
third day and begun during 
the very first week of school 
These first Individual confer­
ences are designed to gain 
information on each child and 
to establish wholesome rela- 
tioiuhips between home and 

hool. This is the first of 
any opportunities which par 

ente will have to meet with 
their child's teacher in setting 
up goals which will build con­ 
fidence and success for the 
child.

Enrollment Rules, High 

School Boundaries Given
The. elementary schools in 

he Torrance Unified School 
District will be open starting 
Monday, Sept. "3, 1956, for 
enrollment of new children in 
the elementary grades kinder­ 
garten through eight, .accord­ 
ing to Warren W. Hamilton, 
director of special services for 
the district.

A child must have been 
born on" or before Dec. 2, 
1951, to be admitted to kin­ 
dergarten and on or before 
Dec. 2, 1950, to be admitted 
to the first grade. There can 
be no exceptions to this State 
law. State law requires that 
a birth certificate or adequate 
|roof of the birthdate of Kin­ 
dergarten and first grade pu­ 
pils be presented at the time 
of enrollment. Also, all kin­ 
dergarten and first grade chil-' 
dren who reside in the dis­ 
trict at the opening of school 
must be enrolled on or be­ 
fore Oct. 10, 1956, to be el­ 
igible to enter school this 
year. Exceptions to this State 
regulation must be approved 
by 'official action of the 
Board of Education. 

High School
Both high, schools started 

enrolling pupils new to- this 
district on Monday, Aug. 27, 
and will continue this enroll­ 
ment through Wednesday, 
Sept. 5. The hours for regis­ 
tration at each school will be 
9 a.m. to 12 noon and 1 p.m. 
to 3 p.m; The offices will be 
closed on Labor Day. It is 
requested that whenever pos­ 
sible a pupil' should enroll be­ 
fore Sept. 5; . '  

New students should bring 
report cards or transcripts 
with them when they register 
if' possible. Students who 
graduated from .a Torrance 
elementary school need not 
register . since they have al­ 
ready been enrolled.
